Mr, Palmer is nn excellont
manager, perhaps, in & well-established
honse witha fixed clientele, but he hasn't
any conception of what is needed to push a
new play in the provinces. The play fs a
ramarkable one wundoubtedly, especially
considercd as a departure from established

rules and customs in play-writing.
But it has greater merit  than
being an coursgeous entry upon &
new fleld; it has the positive merit

of beine trus to nature, of telling a simple
and pretiy story ¢ Teotively and yot withont
straining after cflect. The eharncters in
the play are better than troe to nature, they
are agree~ble American tvpes inn natural
envirtonment. Auvgustus Thomns hasgiven
uga play in “"Alabama™ that is ensily the
moat thoroughly pwmerican ver written.
The fiber of the play bLelongs to und is
of this people, and there isn't even a
traice of foreizn inflnence or examnple
in hia work. Asto the valoe of “Alabama,”
taken strictly ns a dramu tp be acted, the
taste of the yudzes will deecide the question
in the absence of the usual points upon
which dramas are jndged. The play really
has no partienlar elimax in it, and the onr-
taln falls upon the weakest situntion of the
act as often ns not. I you think a truthrul,
appealing, Nitle story of American life, very
little more romantie than every day brings
to most of ns, without violent confliots be-
tween good and evil—in fact, very little evil
atall, for theroisnothorongh-going villain in
“Alabama”—if yor think such a story put
into reasonabla nection by geod players is
sufficient, then yon will take “Alabama’ ns
# good play, in faet, the best ever written by
an American. Bug, if yon are wedded to the
dramatie system that has flourished sines
the thealer hegan, you will say that “Ala-
bama" is a wishy-wnshy, intermediate, non-
deseript thing unworthy of serious con-
siderntion. You may be rieght in thinking
either way, hut humbly I adhare to the
former opinion, and thank Mr. Thomas for
takins a bold step out of the beaten path,
and for ecreating a good foundation for a
native drama in which American life and
charneter shall be F:-ese-rvutl for the delighe
and information of posterity as well as of
ourselves.

It s not always nnmixed good fortune to
seo A piny performed by a ecompany of tran-
scendant strength. It 1s delightful at the
time, of conrse, but when later on yon seo
the same play acted by & company not quite
80 good, it is dampening to one's enthusiasm.
Heeving the best wine till the end of the
feast, in spite of exalted raling to the con-
trary, scems to be good policy tome. In
Chiengo lnst summer I saw “Alabama” at
MoVicker's Theater, and the leading parts
wers thkon by such men as Stoddart, Hel-
land, snd Harris, who avenow playing in
New York.
